Philadelphia, April II. — Som« start 
liiiK dotitils of the snccessfnl <>fforts of 
the insurgeiir.-i to iinin entraiici' into the 
port of Baracoa, on tlie north side of 
Cnba, and the wreck of the Rinall Brit- 
iab luhooner that broagbt them to the 
entmnoe of that place, the shootiug of 
hrr uiafst«r by the Spanish soldiers aud 
the imprisonmoiit of licr entire crew 
was toll! by lii'- oIlireiM of the Nor 
weginn stcaniship Si>ero, which anived 
yesterday froui th.it port. 

Excitemeut ruu8 liigh at Baraooa, and 
the majority of the residents of tliikt 
place seem to sympathize with the in 
Rurgents. The larRo number that wei-e 
lauded from the iintish schooner, which 
toandercd bciore her name could Ik" 
learned, made good their escape after a 
hot fight with the Spanish soldiers, i:; 
of whom were dangeroofily wonnde<l 
aud are in the hoepitu. Tnla occurred 
. on April 1, bat up to the tinui the Spero 
left, April 5, none of them had been 
captured and they are aappoBed to be 
proceediug overland to El Cobi-e, out 
side of Santiago, the scene of most of the 
insnrreotiou. 

The ooudition of afTairsin Baracoa, 
which ia the center of nearly all of the 
banana plantations of e:uteni Cuba, is 
assuming serions shape, aud nearly all 
the laborers are being pressed into the 
service of the . revolatitm army. Over 
100 men giive up work the day the 
Sperty left aud joined the ranks of the 
insurgents. 

The hiubor of Baracoa is beinx 
wutciied by the Spanish (.;nnboat E.s- 
pann. and" further landing ot troops 
tr jiii tiie insur^-ent forces at that point 
will probat;]y >)e pi-evented.

Tami'a, Ajiril 11. — Lato reports from 
Havana astert that the steamer Mannel- 
ita has just amved from SaiuiaKo with 
more than 8U0 wounded Spaniardii (sol- 
diers). They wer« taken to the hos- 

etala therei because the hospitals at 
lutiago ai'e crowded. 
A letter from Santiago mentions a bat- 
tle at lSrtx»nes, near the (Janto river, 
in which the Spauirth general, Salcuda, 
wltli 1,000 men, engaged a l^audof revo- 
IntlouivtR under Kabl, about March 3(1. 
The Spanish loss was 8«idtobe3§0, 
whilo ihe Cabau loes wwfour)dlMd, 
aud 89 wounded. The Spanish troops 
were mostly boys, the letter statei, and 
in the battle pity waH taken ou many 
who were caught, and their lives spared.

Tho 
local papers of Havana were not al- 
lowed to print the facts regarding tlie 
revolntion, bat each day their n^pre- 
sentatives were called to the paliu^e of 
the governor general, who dictated to 
them what they mi^t publiih regard- 
ing the insnrreotion.

They 
say tbay will kill Iba nartMllr of theii 
sister if he ia captored. 

Residents aroniid the lake believe that, 
after couimitting the butchery, the mur 
derer tied a stone to his neck aud sui- 
cided in the lake.

STRIKERS MARCH ON A MINE. 

Uara Thajr ladnoad tha Twaaty>Tllvaa 
HanaalM Man to Join Thalv llaaha 

.liflcr » T«i> lli>iir.<' < oTifcmirc - rroxl- 
dvnt Kulrlifurd of thu t>lito .Mluers* Asxi- 
elaUan KapUibMi tha BltnathMi. 

PoMKHOY, O., Apiil 1 1. — At 3 p. m. 
yesterd iy -JOO strikers ami sympnt'iizers 
from Syracuse. New H.ixfii, Hartford 
City, Mason and Pomeroy, masstd at 
Minersville to perRuude or force the 
nonnuioti men working in the WiUiams 
mine to lay down their tools and come 

out. They formed in ranks four abreast 
and marched up the si ■(■* t to t!.e mitie 
and fonned in line to await tlic apij.'.ir- 
ance of the miners at the close of the 
day's work, being forbidden by he 
operator to treaipaas on private gronud.s. 

At 4 o'clock the men came ont, and 
were taiet by a committee of seven of 
the striken, who nsed persuasive means 
to induce them to join the strikers. For 
two hours the 23 men held out stubborn 
ly with the 400 strikers massed about 
them on a vacant lot. They were as 
sured by Master Workman £31 Thomas 
that they would be amply cared for in 
case they joined the strikers. Once a 
riot was nearly started by Ameri- 
ca Manly, Mrife of the leader of the non- 
union meti, piiriiding up and down tin 
street with a n-volver under her apron, 
and decliuiiisj that she would shoot tlie 
liist man tli.it moU-sted lier. 

Finally the nonunion nion snrreii- 
diTcd ,i!al aKiecl to jiiiii tiie striker-. 
'J his anmmnceiiK nt was (freered hy 
clu ei s, followed by a volley of pistol 
shots info the air, showin;f that the 
strikcTs were determined to succeed by 
pursuasion or force. .Ml jiarties were 
armed and made no attempr lo c(i i. .. •! 
tlie fact. Tho utt'.ur na.s e ided mont 
f < 'I t unutely in that there was no blood- 

sheii.

GLOOIVIY OUTLOOK. 

Pmldriit Ratohfiird of tha Clliio .Uluara'

M As'-ii,i.uN. O.. .April 11.— Pri si lent 
.Mii liael Ratchford of the Ohio .^iincls' 
a.ssiH'iation s.iys liic outlook is so f;looiiiy 
that it is inipoBsiblu to pre>lict from one 
day's end to another what is going to 
happen. 

"ihe (Jhio operators," Ratchford 
says, "are iiisp<jseil to deal fairly v.ith 
the miners and will pay any jirie^- 
witliiu reason, whether it is 00 cents or 
more, if they can secure such condi 
tions as will enable them to comjiete for 
business. For j-eui-s it was tlie rule i i 
pay i:i cents moiv in wesreni Pennsyl- 
vania than in Ohio, aud tills continued 
until tHht. wheu, because of the iutro- 
ductiou of natural gas aud for other 
rensons, the differential was reduced to 
9 cents. 

"Now these same oporators iu Penn- 
sylvania propose to pay liO ceu t.s. which 
is the present scale rate in Onio. As a 
matter of course if this last named rate 
is agrt>ed to the Ohio operators will pro- 
pose to pay 51, and if we Ohio miuerM 
accept 61 cents Pennsylvania will want 
to drop to tlie same. 

"Thus this couftiot over a differential 
offers no promise of a settlement, but 
results in the grinding down of the 
wages of the minen, wliile the con- 
sumer is not unwilling to pay any price 
that will enable the miner to live re- 
spectably. 

"Then, if we make another reduction 
in Ohio, local disputes will be precipi 
tated aud lockouts will have to ))e a<l- 
justed. Take Massillou district for in 
stance, where the miners complain bit- 
terly of the i)rcseut rate. How much 
niiire would they complain of a re<lui'- 
tion of i) cents. 

"The olhcers of the (_)liio iiiiiiers w 111 
soon Im' obli;;e<l to meot the opeiatoi - 
and dci< riiiine upon a scale. The tusk 
Will be a difficult osa ni|diar aiialiiig

"An or;.'ani/ation of .\inerican mann- 
factorers lias been formed," says the 
Pittsburg Post, "of which we will hear 
more later on, for an ('\ tension of free 
raw material embodieil in a limited way 
in the Wilson tariff bill. 'What we 
want,' says the President of the Seztro 
manufacturing company, of Cincinnati, 
' it free lumber, free glasx,free hardware, free 
v<imUii,free glue, and free materiaU of every 
kind Otat we uw, which together with 
labor4avin<! machinery atid improved 
ayatoma of manufacture, would uo doubt 
enable na to a«ll our furniture anywhere 
in the world.' The weekly paper, 
'American Industries,' publiahed^several 
columna of letters from manufacturers in 
the same tone, from which it appears 
that the movement has a wide ifounda- 
tion, and is likely to be i)erinanent. The 
benefit of free hides has been shown in 
an extraordinary development of the 
American leather trade with other na- 
tions. Already there are indications, 
although free wool is but a matter of a 
f'w iiionflis, that tlicrc i^ an oj)enin(? 
abroad for American woolen manufac- 
tnrera. The Chamber of Commerce of 
Middli'slioiuii^'li, laifrland, a lireat iron 
and steel tenter, heard a report a few 
weeka ago from an agent sent to this 
country, that the price of jiit; metal at 
Birmingham, Ala., was per ton lower 
than the price of similar iron in England.

The crop season of lK9r>, though from 
ten days to two weeks backward, open 
under very favorable auspices, and the 
general oiitl iok i-i promijiin^. The ))a.«t 
week lias been cloudy with frequent and 
well diatrlbuted ahowara which have de- 
layed farm work to aoma axtant. Tin 
temperature was above tha normal ex 
cept on the 2nd, 3rd and 4th, when light 
frosts occurred, which however, resulted 
in no damage. Plowing has progressed 
fairly, especially in the western di8trict.>s 
where conaiderable com has been 
planted. Com planting is also in pro- 
gress in other sections of the .State. To 
bacco beds have been sown and in some 
few places the plants are Tabove the 
ground. Iteports indicate that the acn 
age of tobacco will be unusually large 
this year. The seeding of oata haa been 
about completed and an avarage acrea^'c 
sown. General gardening la rather back- 
ward, but potatoes are nearly all planted. 
Some scarcity of aaad potatoaa ia re- 
ported. 

Reports from all parts of the State are 
favorable as to the condition of wheat. 
The crop ia not ao forward as might be 
wished but tha growth ia haalthy and 
vigorous. 

Pasturea are somewhat short, but the 

recent rains haveiinpiovcdthein greatly. 

Trees of all kinds are beginning to show 
their leaves, and a few days of warm 
weather will bring ont tha bloaaoma of 

fruit trees. 

So far as can be determined at present, 
strawberry plants have passed the severe 
winter without serious injury in most lo- 
calities. 

Warm sunny weather with occasional 
showers will improve all crop conditions. 

A Timely Hint to Farmers. 

I linliisltiiil AiinTirau.) 

Since the introduction of white hurley 
tobacco into Kentucky the acreage has 
increased each year until in lSf»4 the 
State produced nearly one-half of the en- 
tire crop of tha countiy. Tha crop aggre- 
gated 40r).H7K,.")85 ])ound.«, valued at $27,- 
6(jl,02(); Kentucky produced lS;i,t)18,425 
pounds, valued at SlO.O'JO.lsa. 

The value of the crop of 1H94 was over 
111,000,000 less than that of 1893, which 
was $39,155,442. 

Kentucky growers are warned against 
the fntnra. II there had been a full crop 
laat year, prioea would have been very 
low, probably not above the coat of pro- 
duction. With an increased acreage be- 

np i>lanted this year, prices will cer- 
tainly drop, and we advise our farmer 
frianda to go alow in planting tobacco, 
but to grow other cropa. 

The Income Tax Decision. 
Says the Portsmouth Times : " The de- 
cision of tha Supreme Court in tha in- 
come tax cases but shows the coloring of 
sectional influences. Those Judges living 
in sections where the people favor an in- 
come tax decided in its favor, while the 
Judges from New York, Chicago and 
other money centers were opposed to It.
